Population 

The  Registrar  G-eneral' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
3,560  which  was  a  decrease  of  440  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  55  (31  M.  24  E.)  i.e.  20  less  than  in 
the  previous  year,  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly  15*45;  after 
adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Eactor  which  is  computed 
from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  the  rate 
becomes  20.86  and  was  higher  than  that  of  18.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


There  were  no  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  1 6. 3 

Infantile  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate

the  infant  mortality  rate  was,  accordingly,  1 8. 1 8  compared  with  that  of  20.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  was  no  maternal  deaths  which  is  a  reflection 
of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  35  (22  M  13  E.)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  9*83  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
G-eneral' s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  10. 71  and  was  lower 
than  that  of  11. 3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  v/as  those  from  natural  causes  amongst  the 
aged,  namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  19* 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  8  deaths 
(7  M.  1  F.),  in  the  following  age-groups:  1  between  45  -  54*  4  between  55  -  64. 
2  between  65  -  74:  and  1  over  75  years.  The  cause  is  still  obscure  but  it  is 
probable  that  a  degenerative  process  is  one  of  the  important  causative  factors. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  5  deaths  (3  M.  2  E. ) 

There  was  no  death  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  but  there  was  one  death  from 
Cancer  of  the  Breast  in  the  comparatively  young  age-group  of  45“54  years. 
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The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

Infectious  Disease 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  Disease  throughout  the  Borough  during  the 
year  was  very  low,  and  no  serious  infections  were  notified. 

Measles 

Ten  cases  were  notified,  and  there  were  no  serious  complications  or 
deaths. 

It  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  still  be  statutorily 
notifiable,  as  per  se  it  is  not  a  serious  disease  and  its  former  dangerous 
complications  are  becoming  less  frequent  and  can  be  treated  spicifically  by 
the  Sulpha  drugs  or  Anti-biotics,  apart  from  Acute  Encephalitis  which  occurs 
very  rarely  during  epidemic  years. 

Whooping  Cough 

Four  cases  of  this  distressing  children' s  disease  were  notified.  A 
barrier  against  outbreaks  is  being  created  by  vaccination  done  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centre  or  by  the  family  Doctors  -  an  infection  which  has  been  the 
cause  of  so  much  lung  damage  and  innumerable  deaths  amongst  infants  in  past 
decades. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  in  two  successive  years  no  new  case  of 
Respiratory  or  non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified.  This  indicates 
that  there  is  no  reservoir  of  infection  in  the  Borough  and  that  if  a  new  case 
occurs  in  the  future  it  will  be  instroduced  from  outside.  There  was,  however, 
one  death,  namely  a  male  in  the  75  and  over  age-group. 

In  conclusion,  in  my  opinion,  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough  was  very 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  Department  and  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  efficiency.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  ancient  town  of  Lydd  is  situated  in  the  extreme  South-West  corner  of 
Kent,  part  of  its  western  boundary  coinciding  with  the  boundary  between  Kent 
and  Sussex,  The  Borough  of  Lydd,  the  most  extensive  borough  in  the  County, 
comprises  the  old  town  of  Lydd,  Dungeness,  Lydd-on-Sea  and  part  of  Great  stone, 
the  three  latter  areas  being  on  the  sea  coast.  Its  12,000  acres  occupy  the 
majority  of  the  well-known  foreland  of  Dungeness.  The  area  is  very  flat,  and 
visibility  is  good.  Within  the  boundaries  are  to  be  found  the  best  and  the 
poorest  of  soil  formations  -  ruch  alluvium  providing  fatting  pastures  for  at  least 
ten  sheep  per  acre,  and  vast  areas  of  shingle  which,  although  a  very  poor  'boil*’  , 
does,  nevertheless,  support  some  forms  of  hardy  plant  life. 

The  Borough  is  predominantly  agricultural  in  character,  being  chiefly 
concerned  in  sheep  and  cattle  raising  and  arable  farming.  There  are  a  number 
of  extensive  beach  quarrying  and  crushing  plants  within  the  District.  The  War 
Department  own  approximately  one-sixth  of  the  Borough,  from  the  West  end  of  High 
Street  down  to  the  sea.  Within  that  area  are  Lee,  Metford  and  Clarke  Camps  and 
extensive  anti-tank,  mortar  and  rifle  ranges.  Lydd  (Ferryfield)  Airport  is 
situated  one  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  town  and  many  thousands  of  passengers 
and  cars,  in  addition  to  large  quantities  of  freight,  are  transported  to  and  from 
the  Continent. 

The  Borough  has  9w  miles  of  coastline,  and  of  the  coastal  districts, 

Dungeness  is  largely  devoted  to  the  fishing  industry,  and  Great  stone,  where 
there  is  a  large  Holiday  Camp,  and  Lydd-on-Sea,  cater  chiefly  for  the  holiday¬ 
makers.  Development  for  residential  and  holiday  purposes  continues  with  no  sign 
of  abatement  in  the  last -mentioned  two  areas,  in  which  private  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year.

In  addition,  the  Council  own  a  further  6  houses  not  originally  provided 
by  them. 

During  the  year,  20  Council  Houses  were  completed  for  occupation  by  the 
operational  staff  of  Dungeness  "A"  Nuclear  Fower  Station.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  number  of  Council  Houses  under  construction  was  twelve.  Thus  by 
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31st  December,  1964,  the  Council  have  provided  32  houses  for  occupation  by  the 
operational  staff  of  the  Power  Station,  which  with  those  then  under  construction, 
made  a  total  of  64.  During  the  year,  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board'; 
total  requirements  for  Council  houses  in  Lydd  Borough  was  reduced  from  93  to 
74  houses,  thus  leaving  10  to  be  provided  in  a  subsequent  contract. 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
main  drainage  scheme  for  the  Lydd  Town  area.  The  Outline  Scheme  was  prepared 
by  the  Council’ s  Consulting  Engineers  and  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  June.  In  December,  one  of  the  Minister  s 
Inspectors  carried  out  a  local  investigation  as  to  the  need  for  the  scheme 
(Note:  The  Outline  Scheme  was  approved  by  the  Minister  in  January  1965). 

For  some  time,  the  Council  had  been  aware  that  the  Public  Conveniences  at 
Great stone  (erected  prior  to  the  1939/45  ^ar)  were  inadequate  for  the  needs 
of  summer  visitors  and  were  not  up  to  present  day  standards.  v«ith  a  view  to 
remedying  these  defects,  plans  were  drawn  up  for  a  new  large  Public  Convenience 
incorporating  a  Bus  Shelter,  the  new  building  to  stand  partly  on  the  site  of  the 
existing  building.  Tenders  for  these  works  were  invited  in  November^  and  in  th 
following  month  a  tender  was  accepted  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  Dungeness  "A”  Nuclear  Power  Station  proceeded 
during  the  year.  Alien  completed  in  1965?  this  Station  wTill  have  an  output 
of  some  500/550  megawatts  of  electricity.  The  interchange  of  electric  power 
between  this  Country  and  France  via  the  400  kV  supergrid  from  Canterbury,  the 
Converter  Station  near*  Pigwell,  Lydd,  and  the  Cross-Channel  Cable,  oificially 
inaugurated  on  a  commercial  basis  in  December,  1961,  continued  during  the  year. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  submitted  a 
formal  application  to  the  Minister  of  Power  for  his  consent  to  the  extension 
of  Dungeness  "A”  Nuclear  Power  Station.  The  proposed  electrical  output  of  this 
new  Station  was  to  be  about  900  megawatts.  (Note:  The  proposed  output  v/as 
subsequently  increased  to  1,200  megawatts). 

Community  life  in  the  Borough  is  very  much  in  evidence,  local  Organisations 
and  Societies  cover  a  wide  range  of  interests  and  emotivities,  and  include  Men  s 
and  Women1 s  Branches  of  the  British  Legion,  a  Branch  of  the  Royal  Naval  Associat 
Benefit  Clubs,  Women’ s  Institute,  Mothers’  Union,  Aomen’s  Voluntary  Services,  Ly 
Traders’  Association,  a  Ratepayers'  Association,  Parents’  and  Teachers'  Associat 
The  War  Memorial  Institute  Club,  Scouts,  Guides,  Brownies,  a  lolk  Dancing  Club  c 
Lydd  Seniors  Club  for  the  elderly.  The  Clubs  and  Societies  combine  their  effor 
in  organising  the  now  widely-known  "Lydd  Club  Day"  on  the  third  Saturday  in  June 
each  year. 

There  is  virtually  no  unemployment,  and  social  conditions  are  generally 
satisfactory.
